Be signed by a minimum of 25 individuals who are at least 18 years old and either reside in
the county where the project will take place or own real property within 1 mile of the project
site;
Affirm that each signatory to the petition satisfies the requirements of item 2; and
Identify the application for which the public hearing is being requested either by the application
# or the applicant's name and the project description.

A petition which does not meet these requirements will be considered invalid and the hearing
request will not be granted.
A person may request that the Department provide written notice of its action on an application
by filing a written request with:

A low water crossing will be constructed over Spring Creek to provide access to a
home site, forest, and possible future land use as sugar camp, ginseng harvest,
and logging.  The crossing will consist of 4 or 5 2' diameter plastic pipes
surrounded by #8 limestone rock to 1' above the top of the pipes.  This will then
be encased in 1' of concrete to form the roadway.  The sides of the crossing will
be tapered to allow flow over the structure during high water events.  Details of
the project are contained in information and plans received at the Division of
Water on July 1, 2008.

The intersection improvement project begins on State Road 46 approximately
615' northwest of the intersection with Parkview Road and ends approximatley
475' southeast of the intersection.  The total project length along State Road 46 is
approximately 1,090' .  While wider pavement, shoulders, and an obstruction free
zone are provided on the approach, no turn lanes are being added.  Since the
project involves improvements to existing road and bridges, it will not impede
existing flows or raise the base flood elevation.  All areas within the construction
limits which are disturbed will be reseeded and established with vegetation.  All
trees within the existing right of way will be removed.  Details of the project are
